In dealing with the banks, Mrs. 
Gostick said that all money was debt 
to the banks, ‘and that if the people 
knew this they would fight shoulder 
to shoulder against them. Under 
previous governments the banks ‘patd 
only $122,000 ifi taxes annually, but 
under the Social Credit government 
this had been increased to 200,000 
dollars, She expressed the opinion 
that Canadas Chartered Banks must 
feel that Albertans did not understand 
banking systems, and to ‘Mlustrate 
herself, referred to the broadcast of 
last fall by Vernon knowles on behalt 
of the banks, : 

On discussing the Rowell Commis- 
sion, she reported that the brief was 
not offered due to the personel of the 
Commission, ‘which represented )fi- 
nance. 

She spoke on the irrigation scheme 
in Alberta and said that the system 
could be further extended, provided 
that all vacant lands were turned 
‘over to the Dominion Government. 
Saskatchewan has already entered into 
a contract on this basis, but that 
‘government only owns 19% of its 
vacant lands. In Alberta, 869% of the 
vacant lands are government owned, 
which at present does not permit an 
agreement being arrived at, Plans 
are being drawn up whereby it is 
hoped that both governments will co- 
operate, 

In speaking of the Recall Act Re- 
peal, she said the act was changed 
due to the unfairness of other political 
parties In the High River - Okotoks 
Constituency, 

In closing her address, she’, stated 
that if the banks controlled Alberta, 
citizens would be in greater poverty 
than ever, and to emphasize this state 
ment she said that in the ‘first 26 
years, Alberta went deeply in debt 
through waste and indifference, and 
if an old line party was in power for
